The great expansion in our.imports of food products in 
the first half of the year appears, according to Table IV., 
to have been checked. Last month there were decreases in 
the values received of wheat and flour, oats, barley, and 
rice ; while in sugar and tea the falling off was continuous. 
It certainly, however, calls for remark, that whereas in 
wheat the decrease in value for the month is 18 per cent., 
that in quantity is only 54 per cent., while in flour there is 
an actual increase of 5} per cent. in quantity, as compared 
with a decrease of 7} per cent. in value. In raw sugar 
also the drop is 23 per cent. in value, but only 15 per cent. 
in quantity; while, taking both raw and refined sugar 
together, over the seven months we find an extra 250,000 
ewts imported, although the money value has diminished 
725,000/. These points are necessarily to be borne in mind 
in dealing with this year’s figures, as the heavy entry of 
foreign food into the country is not sufficiently indicated by 
the increase of 8? per cent. marked in Table IV. With 
respect to wheat, there is at length a decided falling off in 
our imports from America, coupled with an expansion in 
those from India. The adverse nature of the most recent ' 
crop estimates in North America are rendering the merchants 
there less eager to ship; while the reduction in grain tariffs 
upon Indian railways has already been attended with bene- 
ficial results. It is reported that there are very large 
masses of wheat in the interior of India that would come 
to the coast if a profit could be realised.

The July shipments of colonial wool were valued at 
1,307,000/, against 1,568,000/ in July, 1882; those of raw 
cotton at 451,000/, against 691,000/7; and those of coffee at 
274,000/, against 396,0007. 


Turning to the exports of home mauufactures, we find 
that in July the clearances of textile goods were upon a 
fairly satisfactory scale. There are, it is true, slight de- 
creases to be pointed out in linen piece-goods, silks, woollen 
yarn, flannels, and blankets; but these are more than 
counterbalanced by the increases in cottons, jute goods, and 
worsteds. After the late depression in the export woollen 
trades, it is satisfactory thus to find them holding their 
own, and for some little time past cheaper cotton has been 
acting as a stimulus to our shipments of cotton goods to the 
Levant and the British East Indies. Last month’s record 
in respect to the iron trade is, however, far from being a 
satisfactory one. The reduction in value is 540,000J, or 
over 18 per cent., and in hardware and cutlery there is also 
a decrease to be recorded. In spite of the reduction in

THE EXPORTS OF THE PAST TWO QUARTERS. 


Jy the past quarter of 1883, the exports of British and 
[rsh merchandise were declared at 58,990,3987, showing a 
‘reduction of 740,554 when compared with the same period 
in 1882. Inthe shipments to foreign countries the reduc- 
‘tin wasas much as 1,702,559/, but this was in a great 
| degree counterbalanced by an increase of 930,005/ in our 
‘trade to the colonies, Canada and India recording a large 
| expansion, but the Cape a considerable falling off. In the 
‘second quarter, the total exports were 57,976,507/, or a 
‘decrease of 562,0710, towards which decrease the exports to 
foreign countries contributed 316,577/, and those to the 
‘qlonies 245,4947. In the second quarter, the falling off in 
‘the direction of South Africa was yet more pronounced 
than in the first, and there was not a sufficient expansion in 
‘other directions to counteract movement. But, after all, 
‘themain reduction in the exports over the entire half-year 
|isexhibited in the shipments to the United States. These 
amounted to 13,513,111/, as compared with 15,905,1192 in 
‘the first half of 1882, and but for this falling-off of 
| 2,392,008/, the half-year’s exports would have shown an 
increase of 876,928/, instead of the present decrease of 
| 1,515,076. As during the same period our imports from 
| America have increased 10,000,000/, it will be seen how 
ivery greatly the character of the trade between the two 
\countries has changed of late. Probably, however, the 
|grain importations from America will not be so super- 
‘abundant in the second half of 1883.

(LAUSES IN MARINE INSURANCE POLICIES.

Ir snot often that modern contracts of insurance, with 
| their varying conditions, find exact expression in the time- 
“cnoured form known as Lloyd’s policy. In almost all 
“ses the indemnity agreed upon is either larger or more 
ted than is that embodied in the general form. In 
‘ler to express the new meaning, the old policy is not 
‘arded; but it is materially modified by new clauses, 
‘Which are used as occasion may arise. These clauses play a 
‘ery important part, either excluding risks which would 
piherwise be borne by the underwriters, or including others 
‘tm which, by the naked policy, the underwriters would 
free. This being so, it is somewhat surprising that 
uerchants and underwriters should not before this have 
served upon forms of wording which best express the common 
Mention. While the clauses in use agree in their 
Beneral tenor, those of -the different companies and | 
rs vary more or less in form. It is obviously 
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inconvenient to a shipowner or merchant having a large 
insurance with several companies and underwriters that thé 
policies should be differently worded. He must closely scan 
his policies to discover the exact risks against which he is 
covered, and, in case of a loss, he may find he has a claim 
under one policy and not under another. Fire insurance 
companies are quite alive to the evil of which we speak, and 
they always enceavour to make the wording of several 
policies on the same property identical. But if there may 
be inconvenience in the event of a loss happening after the 
policy has been delivered and accepted, and its terms are 
fully known to both parties, the case may be worse if a 
loss occur between the making of the contract and 
the reducing of it to writing. It may then become a 
question whether the policy shall be worded so as to-inelude 
or so as to exclude the loss. More need not be said in order 
to prove that it is desirable to havea standard set of clauses, 
which it is understood shall be used if no special agreement 
be made between the insurer and insured. 

Two meetings of the underwriting community 6f the 
United Kingdom have lately been held at Lloyd’s on this 
subject. At the first, a committee was appointed to consider 
the clauses. At the second, forms of clauses were settled 
upon, to be known as Lloyd’s clauses, and the committee at 
Lloyd’s were requested to inform their members and sub- 
scribers that, whenever any application is made to them to 
decide whether or not an underwriter should subscribe his 
name to a policy, they should require the clauses to be those 
adopted at the meeting. The clauses are as follows :—

“jue BRITISH CHAMBER OF COMMERCE IN 

| PARIS. 

‘Tae report submitted to the half-yearly meeting of the 
‘Chamber contains the following references to matters of 
interest to British trade :— 

«Jp reference to English experts, and the removal of 
‘heir names from the list of last year, interviews have taken 
phce on the subject between representatives of the Chamber, 
‘ad the Secretary of the Paris Chamber of Commerce 
(French), also with M. Freauff Ozenne, Sous-Directeur at 
‘the Ministry of Commerce. The reasons given for the 
jemoval were briefly these. The Freneh Government’ has 
‘never ceased to look upon experts as exercising legal or 
‘qusi-legal functions, and as such, it objects to the functions 
wing entrusted to any but of French nationality. Requests 
had been made to place representatives of different 
Buropean countries on the list of experts, in the same way 
that certain English firms had been placed thereon, and 
therefore the resolution had been taken to suppress the 
names of foreign experts altogether, and thus get rid of 
what was evidently going to prove an awkward state of 
‘things, from the Custom House point of view. 

“No complaint was made of the conduct of the English 
‘aperts; the objection was the abstract one of principle. In 
‘case of the successful negociation of anew commercial treaty 
\with France, this Chamber will endeavour energetically to 
‘get the reinstation of English firms on the list, for whether 
‘the application of duties be on an ad valorem, or a specitic 
basis, technical knowledge and practical experience of 
| English-made goods are required. 

| “In connection with this subject, it may be well to state 
‘that an interview has been also obtained with M. Freauff 
Qvenne, in regard to the optional powers of importers to 
withdraw goods in cases of contestation. 

_ “That this is a matter of importance will be seen at once, 
‘when itis remembered that the Customs administration 
admit of no precedents. In case, say, of an importer getting 
yasmall quantity of goods over to test classification, this 
being decided he may wish to tender to customers for a 
hrge quantity, basing his quotations, in so far as duty is 
concerned, on the small test case above mentioned. 

| “Ifthe Custom House afterwards insists on a classification, 
Whether as to category or origin, entailing higher duties, 
theimporters may be involved in a loss on the transaction 
ustead of a profit. The option to return the goods to the 
ginal consignor would, however, to a certain extent, pro- 
tect him in such cases. 

“M. Freauff Ozenne said, in relation thereto, that when 
‘declaration had been made and registered in the books of 
‘he Custom House it was not allowed, under any pretext 
‘Nlatever, to withdraw the goods. Any option left to the

“In cases of contestation as to origin, category, &e., the

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One article appeared to the committee to be of considerable 
importance, as modifying the French legislation on a point 
that has long pressed heavily on English patentees in France. 
The present law (3rd par., 31st May, 1856) on the subject 
is as follows:—“ Any patentee who imports into France 
articles made abroad similar to those protected by his patent 
shall by so doing forfeit his patent. Nevertheless, the 
Ministers of Commerce, Agriculture, and Public Works 
may authorise the introduction—Ist, of models of machines: 
2nd, articles made abroad intended for public exhibitions, 
or for experiments made with the assent of the Govern- 
ment.” Under this law English minufacturers having 
patents in both Eagland and France could not import the 
patented article into France, but were compelled to have 
works for producing the article in France as well as in Eng- 
land. Even permission to import models was quite optional 
on the part of the Government, and might be withheld. 

Article 5 of the International Convention appeared at 
first sight to grant all that English patentees demanded. 
The first clause, in fact, says :— 

“The introduction by the patentee into the country where 
the patent has been granted of articles manufactured in any 
of the States of the Union shall not entail forfeiture.” If 
the article had stopped there it would have given entire 
satisfaction ; but the second and concluding paragraph left 
a doubt. It went on to say—‘“ Nevertheless, the patentee 
shall remain bound to work (expl iter) his patent in confor- 
mity with the laws of the country into which he introduces 
the patented articles.” 

The committee of the Chamber of Commerce thought the 
article so obscure, as it was uncertain whether the second 
part, by upholding the internal laws of the contr veting States, 
did not simply negative the first part; that under those cir- 
cumstances it would be dangerous for patentees to trust t> its 
making any change in the present laws of France. The 
Chamber determined, however, to ascertain the opinion of 
the French Government on the point, and its President, Mr 
Crawford, wrote to the Department of Commerce to ask 
what construction it put on Art. 5 of the Convention, and 
the following reply was received :— 

(TRANSLATION. ) 

















































































Paris, July 3, 1°83. 

Srr,—You have consulted me on behalf of the British Chamber of 
Commerce, as to the meaning of Art. 5 of the Convention concluded 
the 20th March, 1883, between France and a certain number cf 
countries for the protection of industrial property. 

You express a desire to know: First, if, after the ratification of 
the Convention, a patentee will be able to import into the territory 
of the Republic, without forfeiting his rights thereby, objects made 
abroad similar to those protected under the French patent ; secondly, 
if in case this be not allowed, he would be perm‘tted to introduce a 
model of a machine into France without Ministerial permission. 

I have the honour to inform you that dating from the exchange 
of ratifications, the Article 32, No. 3, of the French law of July 5th, 
1844, will no longer apply to the subjects of the contracting States, 
the importation into France by a subject of one of these states of 
objects similar to those protected under the French patent, and 
manufactured in any one of the countries of the Union will not en- 
tail forfeiture of the patent: 

No Ministerial permission will be required for such introduction. 

But conformably to the stipulation set forth in the second para- 
graph of Art. 5 of the Convention, the patentee will remain under 
the obligation to work (exploiter), under penalty of forfeiture, his 
patent in France according to the conditions laid down by the law 
of 1844.—-Receive, &c. 

The Minister of Commerce, 
For tle Minister and by authorisation, 
The Councillor of State, 
Director for Home Trade, 
GIRARD. 





THE EXPORT FISH TRADE. 


Ture has of late been a good deal of attention directed 
towards matters connected with the fish trade, and that not 
only in consequence of the crowds now being attraeted to 
the Fisheries Exhibition, but owing to the vigorous efforts 
made to break down the monopolist tendencies of Billings- 
gate and other markets, by the opening of the rival 
markets in the metropolis and in the provinces, and 
towards cheapening and increasing our supplics of a 
very important article of food. Efforts have also 
been made to give publicity to the business and prices 
current of the Central Market at Smithfield, of the South 
London Market at the Elephant and Cas‘l-, and of the 
Columbia Market-at Shoreditch ; while in the provinces we 
hear of enterprising corporations buy:n 3 common fish by the 
railway-truck load, and selling itat 2d. pound. Fish supplies

are at hand all round our coast, but being a quickly perish- 
able article, it is absolutely necessary to market them at once ; 
and these increased facilities can hardly fail to benefit both 
the public and the fishermen, by drawing them nearer 
together, and by restricting the waste which has hitherto 
characterised the trade. 

Although, taken in the aggregate, the home-fisheries are 
the most important, our statistics respecting fish imports 
and fish exports are much more complete. Last year, 
for instance, the value of the fresh fish imported was 

|| 416,872/, of which 216,111/ worth came from Holland, 

|| 97,8362 from the United States, 41,1387 from Norway, and 
39,5257 from France; while the value of the cured fish im- 
ported was 1,662,309/, of which 509,659/ came from British 
North America, 475,581/ from the United States, 284,350/ 
from France, and 228,071/ from Norway. Such imports 
are exhibiting considerable increase in 1883, more par- 
ticularly in cured fish coming from North American stations. 
Of nearly equal importance is the export fish trade, for 
which the season is now at hand, and some statistics recently 
presented to Parliament upon this subject tell us how 
entirely that branch of our export business depends upon 
the catch of herrings.

In 1877, when the herrings and pilchards failed, the 
combined value of the country’s fish exports was under 
1,000,000/, whereas last year they ran up to not far short 
of double that value. The herring fisheries have at all 
times been subject to these fluctuations, and in stormy years 
the yield has often been seriously curtailed. As a whole, 
however, the trade appears to have increased a good deal, 
as may be judged from the exports, which were 181,654 
barrels in 1830, 253,522 barrels in 1840, 340,256 barrels in 
1850, 377,970 barrels in 1860, 381,333 barrels in 1870, and 
as much as 1,072,397 barrels in 1880. The great seat of 
the export trade is to be found in the Northern and North- 
Eastern Scotch ports. From Peterhead last year alone 
339,064 barrels were shipped; while 96,385 barrels were 
sent from Lerwick, 86,965 barrels from Aberdeen, 82,210 
from Wick, 47,581 from Leith, 31,819 from Stornoway, 
32,446 from Banff, and 25,426 barrels from Montrose. So 
far as England is concerned, even the smallest of these 
figures, is only equalled by the ports of London and Liver- 
pool; and such exports merely represented receipts from 
other localities reshipped. The Scotch fisheries are greatly 
productive; but it is also worthy of remark that fish brought 
to English ports is, asa rule, retained for home consumption, 
and that the ports less favourably situated for the English 
markets are the best adapted for export operations. The 
Yarmouth fisheries, for instance, are especially a home 
industry. This season the Scotch herring fisheries are not 
opening so well as could be wished.

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Rather more ore was sold than in 1881 or 1882, but the 
average was only 6 per cent., or the lowest over the entire 
20 years dealt with in tie above list. The amount realised 
was only 149,263/, against 271,036/ in 1872-3, and against 
858,586/ in 1863-4. Back in 1852, the Cornish mines sold 
ore, averaging 7} per cent., to the value of 975,976/, while 
as far back as 1832-3, the average fineness of the ore was 
8 per cent., and the produce 858,708/. In the first year of 
the present century Cornish copper ores averaged 9 } per 
cent., and the 55,981 tons ticketed realised 550,925/. Since 
1800, we believe the highest average range of pure metal 
in the ore was recorded in 1822, when the record showed 
8} per cent. Such figures as these are of themselves 
sufficient to show that Cornish copper mining isan industry 
of the past, and the efforts periodically made to revive 
mining workings which have died from exhaustion had 
better fail at the outset.

could accomplish, yet they have unfairly handicapped the 
colliery proprietors, coal shippers, and shipowners, who have 
almost to a man, if we except those who have a direct 
interest in keeping in favour with the Bute agents, given 
the Barry Dock scheme their strongest support, voluntarily 
subscribing all the capital required. It was thought neces- 
sary, in order to afford adequate accommodation, that 
another dock should be built at Barry Island (six miles from 
Cardiff), and this was to have been connected by railway 
with the Taff at Penarth Dock and Treforest, with a line 
up the Rhondda, and another to Peterstone. The adoption 
of this scheme would have seriously affected the monopoly 
now enjoyed by the Taff Vale Railway Company and the 
Bute Dock authorities, both of whom opposed the new 
scheme; and they were joined by the Rhymney Railway 
Company, the Pontypridd, Caerphilly, and Newport Railway 
Company, and a few discontented landlords and the Cardiff 
pilots. The Select Committee of the House of Commons 
were so well convinced of the public utility of the proposed 
work that they unanimously passed the Bill. Naturally 
enough, the Bute interest renewed their opposition in the 
Lords, and the opponents of the Bill have carried the day. 
In order to comprehend the anomalous nature of the decision, 
it should not be lost sight of that the congestion of traffic, 
and of which all business men so bitterly complain, was 
admitted. In fact, in order to provide some relief, Lord 
Bute has commenced a new dock of 35 acres, and a timber 
float of 18 acres. The Penarth Dock Company are also 
extending their dock, and the Glamorganshire Canal Com- 
pany are likewise said to be making provision for the ship- 
ment of large quantities of coal. Yet when the Barry Dock 
Company—an association, be it understood, of commercial 
men most deeply interested in the question of more facile 
traffic—are asking for powers to make their own dock, 
they are to be denied to them. Moreover, tho Taff Vale 
Railway are now able to pay enormous dividends, as shown 
above, in consequence of the exorbitant rates they charge 
to freighters. But a consideration which ought to have 
carried as much weight with the Lords as it did with the 
Commons is this, that the collieries of South Wales are 
being developed to such an extent, and such large quantities . 
of coal are shipped from Welsh ports, that additional dock 
accommodation beyond that to be supplied by the Marquis 
of Bute and the Penarth Company is absolutely necessary. 





TRADE NOTES. 
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FAILURES IN THE AMERICAN LEATHER TRADE.— Much 
attention has been directed towards last week’s failures in 
the leather trade in the United States. The failed firms 
were located principally in Boston, and their aggregate 
liabilities reached upwards of 5,000,000 dols, or 1,000,000/. 
The failures commenced with the suspension of Mesérs 
Charles W. Copeland and Co., with liabilities to the amount 
of 750,000 dols. The firm in question owed 400,000 dols to 
Messrs Shaw and Brothers, the largest tanners in the 
world, having numerous tanneries in New York, New Eng- 
land, and Canada, and employing 15,000 hands. Messrs 
Shaw and Brothers forthwith suspended payment, with 
liabilities amounting to 3,500,000 dols, and 5,000,000 dols. 
nominal assets, chiefly consisting of their tanneries. Messrs 
Shaw and Messrs Copeland had been sustaining several 
shoe and leather houses, whose failures were also announced 
—namely, Stedman and Co., of Norfolk; Joseph Pratt, of 
Chicago; Toler and Co., of Baltimore; and Hoffheimer and 
Sons, of New York. In addition, Messrs Charles Ward 
and Co., shoe manufacturers, of Boston, have failed with 
750,000 dols liabilities, and Mr Charles Clements, also of 
Boston, with 500,000 dols liabilities. Efforts are, it is 
understood, being made to keep a large portion of Messrs 
Shaw’s business going, so as to avoid throwing out so many 
hands, who otherwise would be in great distress. It is but 
natural that American leather should be cheaper in this 
market. But otherwise, business in the leather trade here 
isn a fairly sound condition, and stocks are{not, as a rule, 
large. It may be mentioned that last year our imports of 
undressed leather were valued at 3,362,170/, of which 
976,5302 came from the United States; those of dressed 
leather at 1,761,4817, of which 398,963/ came from the United 
States; and those of varnished or japanned leather at 
149,014/, of which 24,756/ reached us from the same quarter. 
Our exports of leather to America have for years past been 
trifling in amount.
